And a Half-dezen Favorable Locations 


Found—A Half-day's Trip Over 


the Neighboring Hills. 


A search was made Wednesday afteK 


noon for a location for the contem- 
plated reservoir. 
Mr. Homer and Mr. 


Blomeyer, of the water works board 
and Mr. Yeager and Mr. Moore, as a 
committee from the citv council, to- 
gether with Mr. Bratt.' the city en- 
gineer, formed the party. They got 
off the car at Brewery 'Hollow." Go- 
ing up the hollow some distance they 
climbed to the top of, the Darnarin 
hill. 
At this point they found a very 


nice location for 'a reservoir' that 
would hold possibly twenty rnillon 
gallons of water, but the'pumping 
station at the river to reach this 
point would be below high water 
mark. The party then kept along 
the ridge until they.were just below 
the Gates farm. Here they found a 
location that would be suitable for a 
reservoir that would hold possibly 
thirty million gallons. 
Keeping on 


around the edge they found almost 
opposite the Gates residence an ex- 
cellent spot that contained 
space 


enough 
for a 
fifty 
million gallon 


reservoir. They went still farther and 
just in front of theKanawha Lumber 
company sto^e they found another 
location equally as good as the one 
below. 
They went ji step farther and 


found a still better "location on the 
hill just in front of the lower turn of 
the race track. 
The party then de- 


scended the hill and went to the 
river. 
Here they found an excellent 


location on higii ground for 
the 


pumping station and a gravel bottom. 
The party were as yet not satisfied 
with their investigation. Just, above 
the Munn's Run outlet, there was 
found a ripple and rock bottom. 
The 


party were compelled to return to the 
city on account of darkness. There 
are two important locations yet to be 
examined and 
the 
committee will 


meet at Yorktown Wednesday of next 
week for that purpose. 
It is now a 


well known fact that to get pure, 
soft water, free of sand, the pumping 
station must 
bt>" in the vicinity of 


Yorktown, and at the same time keep 
the pumping station 
above 
hMi 


water mark. 
The first of the two 


places yet to examine is the hill at 
the York farm, or rather immediately 
north of the junction of the two 
pikes. 
With this location tue pump- 


ing htation could be above high water 
mark, and have gravel bottom. 
The 


bottom of the reservoir located here 
would be possibly two hundred feet 
above che level of the streets. 


Another uninvestigated location is 


the McConnell or Basham hill, "-im- 
mediately to the left after crossing 
the Munn's Run bridge. The com- 
mittee already feel that if there is 
enough level ground on this bill, it is 
the natural spot for a reser.voir for 
several reasons. 
First, the reservoir 


would be at least 2,50 feet above the 
level of the street. Tins would give 
a water pressure of about 120. or 
about 40 more than we con have. 
Second, this hill is the nearest point 
to the river. Third, the pumping 
station would not only be on high 
ground but would have a rock bot- 
tom. 


The committee will make ;i thor- 


ough investigation, 
and will then 


settle on some particular point, and 
before making their report, will make 
drawings of the location, showing 
the amount of pipe it will take to 
reach it, the co?t of same, and at the 
same time show 
the 
advantages 


gained by going some distance above 
the 
city. It 
is the 
opinion of 


several members of the party that in 
the near future sufficient revenue 
would be derived from Yorktown and 
vicinity, to pay for the extra pipe, 
required to bring the water to the 
city from,cither this gravel or stone 
deposit. 


This investigation 
committee 
is 


composed of practical men who will 
make a thorough examination and 
give a detailed report to the city 
council. 
The building of a reservoir 


maybe in the far future, but the 
initiative steps in all such 
enter- 


prises must be taken, and that is the 
idea of the projectors. 
There will, 


no doubt, have to be some special 
legislation and the legislature does 
not meet this winter. 
This would 


necessarily delay matters for another 
year, unless s'ome arrangements can 
be made oherwise.
